(SI', S2') is received at a particular second measuring moment" as recited in claim 1 and 
a possible echo of said test signal (SI, S2) being received from said object at a 
particular second measuring moment, the possible echo being accepted as being the 
echo (El, E2) of said test signal (SI, S2) only when an echo (El', E2') of the verification 
signal (ST, S2') is received at a particular first measuring moment" as recited in claim 2 
and as argued by applicant.
